HONOLULU (UPI)—Wind- 
blown hot pumice from erupting 
Kilauea Iki volcano set off brush 
fires Wednesday when it hit 
bushes and grass on the rim of 
the crater. 


Officials said there was no dan- 
ger to the public as there are no 
homes in the area. However, they 
closed the main road leading to 
the crater rim. 


The four-day eruption reached 
its greatest height Wednesday as 
molten lava shot 700 feet into the 
air. Scientists at the volcano ob- 
servatory predicted the spectacu- 
lar show may last for weeks. 


The lava flow in the crater was 
measured at 75 to 80 feet deep in 
a 35-acre area on the crater’s 
floor.

Still Worth Trying 


As interesting as is suggestion 
that President Eisenhower invite former 
President Truman along on his world- 
wide trip, the likelihood of it happening 
appears quite remote. 

In the first place there are the practi- 
calities of politics and President Eisen- 
hower’s determined efforts at personal 
diplomacy. He wants to present a record 
to the country of progress towards peace 
both for himself and party. Mr. Truman, 
on the other hand, would not want to as- 
sociate himself or his party with possible 
failure and to lessen the opportunities for 
criticism. 

One beneficial effect of such a trip 
would be the as$urance to the world that 
both Democrats and Republicans are 
united on essential principles of American 
foreign policy. The long-sought goal of 
bipartisan policy in our dealings with 
other nations would move closer. But Mr. 
Truman, remembering the clobberings he 
took at the hands of the GOP in 1952 
and earlier, hardly could be in much of a 
mood to cooperate. 

But at any rate, the ideal of bipartisan 
approaches to this country’s vital prob- 
lems of getting along with the world and 
of providing leadership to the free na- 
tions is still a desirable objective. In the 
rving years ahead the country cannot 
fford indecisiveness on basic problems. 

Meanwhile, whether the suggestion 
about Mr. Truman is anything more than 
a well-meaning thought, President Eisen- 
hower within a few days will embark on 
the longest journey ever undertaken by 
an American president. He will travel 
20.000 miles in three continents, visiting 
11 countries. 

Wherever he goes, he will be carrying 
with him the. good will of the American 
people and their government. And he has 
demonstrated fully his ability to express 
fully the ideals and spirit of his country. 
And Mr. Truman will share the wish of 
all citizens that his trip is a success and 
that it furthers the cause of world peace 
and understanding. There’s no partisan- 
ship about that.

Those Viaduct Disputes 
Still Hold Up Progress 


Indications that Fulton County is 
“making progress” in its dispute with 
the Central of Georgia Railroad over con- 
struction of the Hunter street viaduct 
and an East Point underpass is wel- 
comed. Officials hope it may yet be set- 
tled out of court. 

The public shares this hope. It has 
been difficult to understand the extent 
of demands of the railroads for damages 
and air rights on both the Hunter street 
and Techwood viaducts. In fact, if the 
demands were met it would be impos- 
sible to complete the projects with avail- 
able bond funds. 

The county is responsible for building 
the Hunter street project under the joint 
city-county bond program while the city 
has responsibility for Techwood. The city 
is going ahead with condemnation pro- 
ceedings against Southern Railway Sys- 
tem and the Atlanta Terminal Co. to 
clear the route for the latter project. How 
many months of delay this will mean to 
this vital program is uncertain but there 
apparently is no other way out. 

It would be pleasing if both these 
cases could be settled out of court. But 
if the latter course is the only way in 
which agreement can be reached, city 
and county officials have no other choice.

Atlanta—This {s an especially 
good time to review the steel 
strike. I am a GI (greatly in- 
jured) citizen who represents na- 
tional suffering. 


Up to the time profit figures 
were issued by big steel, $3.11 
per hour wages was acceptable to 
the union. Now it is not. Why? 

If the huge profits were the 
result of aggressive management 
through volume ‘sales at a fair 
price, that would be commendable 
—and labor had no part in this 
activity. 

If these profits were based on 
price gouging it then becomes big 
steal, and labor, as citizens, 
should have said so emphatically. 

Instead, labor went out on 
strike to ‘‘cut in” on this ‘‘swag”’ 
(enormous profits), becoming 
thereby an admitted accessory be- 
fore, during and after the fact. 

McDonald is quoted as saying 
that his union will close the mills 
tight if steel doesn’t meét its de- 
mands. Since when has one seg- 
ment of our people been given the 
power to demand at the expense 
of our national safety and econ- 
omy? A good American doesn’t 
talk like that. 

If steel were permitted to organ- 
ize its operations and eliminate 
featherbedding and possibly many 
other practices, that would result 
in big savings and these savings 
would be passed on to consumers 
through a reduction in the price 
of steel. This would become a 
tremendous boost to our economy, 
offset foreign competition and in- 
ject new life into our shrinking 
dollar.

Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, who 
also visited the sprawling hos- 
pital, said it was worse than 
Dachau, one of the infamous Nazi 
concentration camps of World 
War H. : 

Gov. Vandiver, who visited the 
hospital earlier this year, and 
others are agreed that corrections 
at Milledgeville are long overdue. 

Already a joint House-Senate 
Committee has called on the Leg- 
islature to appropriate an addi- 
tional $15,500,000 million for men- 
tal health over the next five years 
to provide needed extra funds, 

The committee has recommend- 
ed such steps as hiring at least 
five more psychiatrists and more 
phychiatrist aides and attendants; 
establishing a new screening cen- 
ter at the hospital; a building 
program; and several others.

TV Reform Ideas 
Are Short of Need 


WASHINGTON—No reform of TV program- 
ming yet proposed by any official of the net- 
works or government comes within sight of 
what needs to be done. To correct rigging of the quiz shows is only 
the obvious, minor reform. It does not reach to the heart of the 


problem. 

What has happened is that, with 
the acquiescence of the networks, 
the sponsors have, in effect, 
seized possession of the limited 
channels of television transmis- 
sion and have used—and abused— 
them for commercial, selling pur- 
poses to the sacrifice of the public 
interest. 


The candid fact to bear in mind 
is that it is the sponsors, the ad- 
vertisers, who fill up nearly all 
the best viewing time of all the 
networks with entertainment for 
which the prime objective is to 
acquire the largest possible mass 
audience to sell to by catering to 
the lowest common denominator 
of public taste and morals. 

This is the reason the principal 
diet of television today is murder, 
mayhem and mediocrity. 

Let me illustrate the nature of 
what’s happened. Suppose pub- 
lishers permitted the advertisers 
to acquire control of the principal 
content of the newspapers and 
suppose, thereby, they conceived 
and printed the worst possible 
comics, many of them degrading, 
in the first 20 to 30 pages of your 
newspapers and allowed a few 
news reports to appear among the 
want. ads. That would be the 
equivalent of what the sponsors 
and the advertisers and the net- 
works have allowed to happen on 
television. 

If there were only enough news- 
print so that the government could

license only four national news- 
papers, with a few local papers 
publishing a little local news scat- 
tered across the country, you 
would have in the newspaper busi- 
ness what you have in the tele- 
vision business. 

This is why the first step to- 
ward adequate reform is for the 
networks to require and for the 
sponsors to be willing to accept 
the proposal of Philip Cortney, 
president of Coty, Inc., for a 
‘“‘Hands-Off-Entertainment Code.” 

But this is only the beginning 
of reform. This would only mean 
that the networks would be re- 
possessing the control of their 
own industry which they never 
should have yielded. What counts 
is what they do with this au- 
thority. 

It seems to me that the prin- 
ciple on which newspapers oper- 
ate should be applicable to at 
least part of the TV industry. That 
principle is that the newspaper 
readers pay part of the cost of the 
product. 

This is the case for pay-as-you- 
see television and the case is 
stronger today than ever. 

Is there any reason why net- 
works couldn't provide both spon- 
sored and pay-as-you-see_ tele- 
vision? 

Then viewers could take their 
choice. Then viewers who wanted 
something better could get it by 
paying modestly for it.

Moreland Center is built on a red clay flat, once heavily 
wooded, across which soldiers in Gray and Blue surged one 
fateful July 22, 1864. The crucial fighting around Atlanta was 
a series of major engagements, but ‘‘The Battle of Atlanta” 
was the designation given to the heavy fighting south of what 
now is East Atlanta on both sides of Moreland avenue. The 
street or road did not exist then.

Today's high quality birds 
make it easy for even the inex- 
perienced cook to have excellent 
results. Mrs. Edgar Kilpatrick 
of 2810 Castlewood Drive, At- 
lanta, suggests a very simple, 
easy-to-do method of roasting 
a turkey for any homemaker to 
use—but especially for those 
who do not have a roasting pan. 


TURKEY IN A SACK 


You might call it “turkey in 
a sack.’’ You just bag your own 
turkey, put it on the broiler 


‘pan and shove it into a pre- 


heated oven. 


Here's her blow-by-blow de- 
scription of her procedure: 


1. Have bird completely clean 
Rinse with cold water. Pat dry. 
(Turkey may be roasted un- 
stuffed or stuffed.) 

2. Turn on oven at 325 de- 
grees to preheat 

3. Rub cavity of bird lightly 
with salt. Do not salt, if you 
are going to stuff it. 


4 Fill wishbone area (neck) 
with stuffing, if used. 
5. Fasten neck skin to back 


with skewer. 


6. Stuff cavity lightly, if stuff- 
ing is used. 


7. Push drumsticks under 
band of skin at tail; or tie them 
to tail. 


8. Shove turkey into brown 
paper bag and tie open end with 
string. 

9. Place on broiler pan ‘on 
rack) so drippings will collect 
in the pan and push broiler 
pan into preheated oven. 


Let this timetable be your 
guide to the approximate total 
time to roast fresh or complete- 
ly thawed birds. Differences 
in individual birds may necessi- 
tate increasing or decreasing 
cooking time slightly. Unstuffed 
turkeys require approximately 
5 minutes per pound less time.
